HAVEN: soul, power, connection 

A refuge for the creation of new music 
for soprano, clarinet, and piano. 

Well-established solo performers 
soprano Lindsay Kesselman, clarinetist 
Kimberly Cole Luevano and pianist 
Midori Koga joined together as HAVEN 
in 2011 around performances of Abbie 
Betinis’ hauntingly beautiful song cycle 
Nattsanger. The group soon released 
its first album, Bright Angel, on the 
Fleur de Son label in 2013 to much 
critical acclaim: “...amazingly performed 
works...performances are exquisite as 
is their ensemble chemistry.” 

HAVEN has ongoing and deep 
relationships with composers such as 
Kieren MacMillan, Evan Chambers, 
Abbie Betinis, and Roshanne Etezady. 
The group regularly tours across North 
America, records, and believes in the 
exploration of non-traditional and multi¬ 
dimensional performances in which 


barriers are broken down, the audience 
is fully embraced and invited into the 
heart of the experience. 

HAVEN was the winner of a 2015 
Chamber Music America Classical 
Commissioning Grant and will premiere 
and tour (2016-2017 season) Twinge 
by composer Jon Magnussen, a 
new piece based on the stories of 
six people who survived the 2004 
Indonesian tsunami. The current 
season includes tours to Chicago 
and Toronto, which will feature the 
premiere of Lee Kesselman’s Make 
Me a Willow Cabin in a wide variety 
of concert settings, from high schools 
and colleges, to art openings, private 
homes and concert series. HAVEN 
also released their second album, 
Atonement, in March of 2015.

HAVEN is: Lindsay Kesselman, 
soprano 


Hailed by Fanfare Magazine as “simply 
gorgeous...with a fully loaded palette 
of tone color” Lindsay Kesselman is a 
soprano quickly becoming known for 
her soulful singing, broad versatility, 
and her exemplary musicianship. 

She passionately advocates for 
contemporary music, actively 
commissioning and collaborating 
with a diverse array of composers to 
create unique, groundbreaking, and 
dramatically inspired works for the 
voice. 

During the 2015-16 season, 

Kesselman will make her debut with 
both the Los Angeles Philharmonic 
and Dutch National Opera in a leading 
role of a new opera by composer Louis 
Andriessen entitled Theatre of the 
World. 

Recently, she has worked with such 
composers as Louis Andriessen, 

John Corigliano, Philip Glass, David 
Lang, Steve Reich, Amy Beth Kirsten, 
Abbie Betinis, and Hannah Lash and 
has just released her debut album of 
American contemporary music, entitled 


If this world could stop, on the Bad 
Wolf Music label, a joint venture with 
composer Amy Beth Kirsten. Bad Wolf 
Music is also home to an ensemble, 
HOWL, which will be the first ensemble 
featured in the Extended Residency 
Program through Peak Performances 
at Montclair State University, premiering 
Quixote, a new work by Amy and 
stage director Mark DeChiazza.

In 2012-2015 she sings with the Philip 
Glass Ensemble on an international 
tour of Philip Glass’ ground-breaking 
opera Einstein on the Beach, which 
includes 15 cities and the Latin 
American premiere of the piece. 

In 2013 this production won the 
prestigious Laurence Olivier award for 
Best New Opera Production. 

Kesselman holds degrees in voice 
performance from Rice University and 
Michigan State University. She currently 
lives in Winston Salem, NO with her 
husband, conductor Christopher 
James Lees and son Rowan. 





HAVEN is: Midori Koga, piano 


With performances described as 
“passionate” (Ann Arbor News), 
“meltingly lovely,” “rippling clean” (The 
Globe and Mail), and “with exquisite 
tone colors” (Fanfare Magazine), 
pianist Midori Koga has been featured 
as soloist and chamber musician 
throughout Canada, USA, Spain, 
Taiwan and Austria, including highlight 
appearances in New York’s Merkin 
Flail, Ann Arbor’s Hill Auditorium, for 
the ProMozart Society of Detroit, and 
has held performance residencies 
with Interlochen Centre for the Arts, 
Cleveland Composers Forum, and 
NewMusicTampa. Chamber music 
collaborations include those with the 
internationally acclaimed percussion 
ensemble NEXUS, Soundstreams 
Ensemble, and with members of the 
Toronto Symphony Orchestra, (TSO). 

In addition, she has performed with the 
Esprit Orchestra, and the TSO in their 
New Creations Festival. Internationally 
released recordings can be heard on 
the Albany, Equilibrium, Fleur de Son, 
NAXOS, Blue Griffin and Centrediscs 
labels. 

The disc recorded with mezzo-soprano 
Patricia Green entitled Ice Age and 


Beyond: Works by Canadian Women 
Composers, funded by a grant through 
the Canadian Music Centre, with 
distribution throughout the US (Albany) 
and Canada (CMC Distribution Inc.), 
was awarded a Four Star review by 
the BBC Music Magazine. In another 
Canadian project funded by the Ontario 
Arts Council, the recording Glistening 
Pianos: Two Piano Works by Alice 
Ho featuring the piano duo 2X10 with 
pianist Lydia Wong, received a JUNO 
nomination for Best Contemporary 
Work. 

Midori Koga, currently serves as 
Associate Dean, Graduate Education, 
and is also Associate Professor at 
the University of Toronto where she 
teaches piano and directs the first 
Canadian Masters and Doctoral 
programs in the area of Piano 
Pedagogy and Performance. 




HAVEN is: Kimberly Cole Luevano, 
clarinet 

With reviews such as “breathtaking...” 
(The Clarinet), “virtuosic tone and 
technique” (Tampa Bay Times), 
“exceptionally sensitive and 
introspective rendition” (The Clarinet), 
and “a most skillful artist” (Fanfare 
Magazine), Kimberly Cole Luevano 
continually establishes herself as 
a formidable soloist and chamber 
musician. Cole Luevano joined the 
University of North Texas faculty in 
2011 and was a member of the clarinet 
faculty at the Interlochen Arts Camp 
from 2003 to 2012. She was pedagogy 
chairperson for the International 
Clarinet Association from 2012-2015 
and has given acclaimed solo and 
chamber performances, adjudicated, 
and presented masterclasses on 
four continents. Her former students 
occupy performing and teaching 
positions throughout the United States 
and Canada. 


Luevano’s chamber music releases 
are available on the Albany and 
Centaur labels, among others. She 
recorded Michael Daugherty’s concerto 
Brooklyn Bridge in 2015 for the GIA 
label. A versatile and active freelance 
musician, Luevano has performed as a 
member of the Michigan Opera Theater 
Orchestra, as principal clarinetist of 
the Ann Arbor, Lansing, Toledo and 
Traverse Symphony Orchestras, with 
the Detroit and Windsor (Canada) 
Symphony Orchestras and with Keith 
Brion’s New Sousa Band, among 
others. A passionate educator, 

Luevano is founder and director 
of ClarEssentials, UNT’s summer 
workshop program for high school and 
middle school students that debuted in 
2011 . 

Luevano earned degrees at Michigan 
State University where she studied 
with Elsa Ludewig Verdehr and the 
University of North Texas where she 
studied with James Gillespie. She is a 
D’Addario Performing Artist and resides 
in Corinth, Texas with her husband and 
two teenaged sons.
